Pilot, official organ of the Archdiocese of Boston.

At ACTU Mass 


Workers, Bosses Who 
Leave Religion Out 
Of Industry Criticized 


Thousands of Catholics through- 
out the United States observed the 
Labor Day holiday by gathering 
in cathedrals and churches for re- 
ligious services. 


From one end of the country 
to the other, special services were 
held to mark the day. Among the 
outstanding services were bor 
Day Masses which were offered in 
New York, Columbus, O., Bayonne, 
N. J., San Diego, Calif., Chicago, 
Cleveland, Steubenville, O., Gary, 
Ind., San Francisco and Chicago. 


Gary, Ind. —(NC)— There is 
something to worry about when 
workers and employers leave their 
religion behind them when they 
enter the factory gate, the Rev. 
Benjamin L. Masse, S. J., associate 
editor of America, national Cath- 
olic weekly, declared in a sermon 
at a Labor Day Mass sponsored 
by the Association of Catholic 
Trade Unionists in the Gary arm- 
ory. 

More than 1,000 persons, includ- 
ing Congressman Ray J. Madden 
and Mayor Eugene Swartz of 
Gary, attended the Mass. 


Father Masse recalled that re- 
cently the communists charged 
that the Church “has joined Wall 
Street in a crusade against the 
Soviet Empire.” He declared: “The 
Chureh is fighting, with purely 
spiritual weapons, the totalitarian 
tyranny of the Kremlin . not in 
company of Wall Street, but side 
by side with the trade unions of 
the United States and with free 
trade unions everywhere.” 


Thirty years ago, Father Masse 
recalled, the Bishops of the United 
States formulated an 11-point pro- 
gram for industrial peace, and 
added that a number of the ob- 
jectives have been achieved. He 
recalled that at the time the pro- 
gram was opposed it was regarded 
by many industrialists as “too rad- 
ical” and “socialistic,” but added 
that “it was nothing more than a 
restatement of traditional Catholic 
social principles and a hard-headed 
application of those principles to 
the American economy.” 


Father Masse expressed regret 
that there is not more harmony 
between labor and management. 


He reminded: “We are living in a

The Pilot says the Holy Office 
letter contains “a solemn warnin 
to the dissident group ‘at the peri 
of their souls’ immediately to re- 
turn to Church unity in belief and 
practice,” 


Stating that the Holy Office con- 
sidered the matter in a plenary 
session on July 27, 1949, and that 
the decisions set forth in the let- 
ter were approved by His Holiness 
Pope Pius XII in an audience the 
following day, The Pilot says: 

“The Rloly Office declares: This 
Sacred Congregation is convinced 
that the unfortunate dispute is due 
to an insufficient study and under- 
standing of the well known dic- 
tum “Extra Ecclesiam null. salus,” 
and that the dispute has been ren- 
dered more acrimonious because of 
the serious. disturbance of dis- 
cipline occasioned by the refusal 
of some members of the aforemen- 
tioned group to revere and obey 
duly constituted authority.” The 
Sacred Congregation refers to the 
axiom as ‘an incontestable prin- 
ciple,’ but continues: ‘However, 
this doctrine must be understood 
in the sense in which the Church 
herself understands it. Surely it 
is not to private judgment that 
Our Savior committed for exposi- 
tion the deposit of faith, but to 
the teaching office of the Church.’ 

“The Roman letter points out 
that the teachings of Saint Bene- 
dict’s Center are inconsistent with 
pronouncements of His Holiness 
Pope Pius XII concerning the re- 
lationship to the Church of those 
who are not of the Fold. The Holy 
Office condemns the teaching of the 
Cambridge group in these terms: 
‘From all the foregoing it is clear 
that the doctrine presented by the 
periodical From the Housetops 
(Vol. 3) as genuine Catholic teach- 
ing, is far from being such, and 
ean do nothing but grave harm 
both to those who are in the Church 
and to those outside it.“ 

“With regard to recent actions of 
the Center leaders, the Holy Office 
employed severe terms of censure, 
declaring it ‘beyond understanding 
how St. Benedict’s Center can con- 
sistently claim to be a Catholic 
school, and desire to be called 
such, while actually refusing to 
conform to the prescriptions of 
Canon Law, and while functioning 
as a source of discord and revolt 
against Church authority, and as a 
cause of great upset to many con- 
sciences.’ 

“The letter singled out by name 
the sole priest associated with the 
Center and declared: ‘Similarly it 
is beyond understanding how a 
member of a religious society, 
namely Father Feeney, can present 


n himself as a defender of the 


faith,” and at the same time not 
hesitate to attack the catechetical 
teaching proposed by legitimate 
authorities, and not even fear to 
bring upon himself the weighty 
sanctions of Canon Law leveled 
against his ve violations of

AS diverse and varied as the 
designs in nature are the 
silent, gentle ways of God with 
men. me he calls to great 
things, others to serve quietly in 
obseurity.

“And 
rescuing people from flood areas, 
and feeding cattle stranded in a 
blizzard.

God lets us 
do what we want to with the pow- 
ers He gave us; I’m afraid we 
can't blame Him if we put them 
to wrong uses.”

to our children in any efficient way and by any 
efficient teachers? Is the public school doing it? 
Is the Church doing it? Are fathers and 
mothers doing it? We are compelled to say “No” 
to all these queries. * * * The truth is we are 
taking for granted a moral intelligence which does 
not exist. We are leaning upon it, depending upon 
it, trusting to it, and it is not there. 

Our whole machinery of education, from the 
kindergarten up to the university, is perilously 
weak at this point. We have multitudes. of 
youths and grown men and women who have no 
more intelligent sense of what is right and wrong 
than had so many Greeks of the time of Alci- 
biades. The great Roman Catholic Church 
* * * ig unquestionably right in the contention 
that the whole system as it now exists is morally 
a negation. 


The great company of educators and the 
whole American community need to be sternly 
warned that if morality cannot be specifically 
taught in the public schools without admitting 
religious dogma, then religious dogma may have 
to be taught in them. For righteousness is 
essential to a people’s very existence. And right- 
eousness does not come by nature any more than 
reading or writing does. * * * We are within meas- 
ureable distance of the time when society may 
for its own sake go on its knees to any factor 
which can be warranted to make education com- 
patible with and inseparable from morality, let- 
ting that factor do it on its own terms and teach 
therewith whatsoever it lists. 


This argument is often heard in favor of sec- 
ularized schools. “Let religion be taught in the home 
and in the Sunday school.” Archbishop Ryan’s an- 


swer to this specious plea is worth remembering: 


If you subtract from the great mass of Chris- 
tian parents the number who have not the neces- 
sary time to teach their children at home, and 
also a second class who have not the necessary 
knowledge, and still a third class without the 
necessary disposition, you will probably sweep 
away two-thirds of the teachers of the home 
school. And when you reflect on how little can 
be done in an hour’s Sunday school work, and 
how this little is half dissipated before the next 
school day, you will understand how essential is 
the daily education in religious truth. (Quoted 
by Sacred Heart Review.) 


George Washington 


Let us with caution indulge the supposition 
that morality can be maintained without relig- 
ion. Whatever may be conceded to the influence 
of refined education on minds of peculiar struc- 
ture, reason and experience both forbid us to ex- 
pect that national morality can prevail in exclu- 
sion of religious principle—George Washington’s 
“Farewell Address.” 


The Duke Of Wellington 


Another great military and political leader has 


spoken even more strongly on this subject. Lord 
Mahon writes of the conversation which he had with 
the great Duke of Wellington, as follows: 


I shall never forget the earnestness and 
energy of manner with which he (the Duke of 
Wellington) deprecated mere secular education, 
adding, “I doubt if the Devil himself could 
advise a worse scheme of social destruction.” 

Take care what you are about, he exclaimed 
on December 23, 1840, when speaking of the new 
Education Act; “for unless you base all this edu- 
cation on religion, you are only bringing up so 
many clever devils.” 

The above is taken from Lord Stanhope’s “Con- 
versations with the Duke of Wellington,” London, 
1888, page 180. 


Guizot 


Guizot, an eminent Protestant writer of France 
and a great statesman, the author of the famous 
work, “History of Civilization,” expressed himseif 
forcibly on this subject in the following words: 

In order to make popular education truly 
good and socially useful, it must be fundamentally 
religious. It is necessary that national education 
should be given and received in the midst of a 
religious atmosphere, and that religious impres- 
sions and religious observations should penetrate 
into all its parts, Religion is not a study or an 
exercise to be restricted to a certain place or a 
certain hour; it is a faith and a law which ought 
to be felt everywhere, and which after this 
manner alone, can exercise all its beneficial in- 
fluences upon our mind and upon our life.

Therefore, it seems certain that the ideal of edu- 
cation, as well as the only adequate method of 
education, is to establish religious and moral 
instruction in the common schools. And we shall 
then find ourselves once more in accord with the 
status of instruction in England and Germany. 


Amasa Thornton 


On this same question Mr. Amasa Thornton, in 


the North American Review of January, 1898, says: 


The questions which we have to solve then 
are these: How can the present decline in relig- 
ious teaching and influence be checked; and how 
can such teaching and influence be increased 
to such a point as will preserve the great cities 
of the next century from depravity, degradation 
and destruction? What can be expected of the 
family? If the adults of the present age are not 
as religious as the needs of the hour and of the 
future require, will the children receive the 
proper religious training if they receive none 
except in the home circle? 


After pointing out that thousands of children do 


not even learn a short prayer at home, the writer 
then declares that one of th® greatest blunders that 
has been made in this country is the failure of teach- 
ing religion in the public schools. He then pays the 
following tribute to the Catholic Church: 


The Catholic Church has insisted that it is 
the duty to educate the children of parents of the 
Catholic faith in such a way as to fix religious 
truths in the youthful mind. For this it has been 
assailed by the non-Catholic population, and 
Catholics have been charged with being enemies 
of the liberties of the people and the flag. Any 
careful observer in the city of New York can see 
that the only people, as a class, who are teaching 
the children in the way that will secure the 
future for the best civilization, are the Catholics; 
and although a Protestant of the firmest kind, I 
believe the time has come to recognize this fact, 
and for all to lay aside religious prejudices and 
patriotically meet this question.—(North Amer- 
ican Review, January, 1898, pp. 126-128.—See 
also the Biblical World, November, 1902, p. 323.)

them in the place set for an all- 
male outfit. And it would always 
be proper to have a chorus in 
either the body of the church or 
the choir loft. 


The choir loft, however, is a 
part of the church—though you 
might not think so from the con- 
duct of some choir members. Now 
and then, the pastor or some indig- 
nant and indiscreet assistant has 
to remind his vocal artists that the 
time before Mass and during the 
sermon is not set aside for them 
to exchange the latest gossip in 
stage whispers or risk falling from 
the balcony in an attempt to iden- 
tify every new hat, dress or attend- 
ant in the pews below. 


The piano idea comes in again 
when they sing. Quality is pre- 
ferred to quantity for church 
music. Save the vocal chords and 
the powerful lungs and diapragm 
for the recessional or for some 
moment when the organ cuts 
loose with every stop and pedal. 
Even when the score says forte or 
fortissimo (strongly and most 
strongly), these indications do not 
mean shout and scream. When the 
singing voice throws away control, 
it also throws away music. 


“Do you have music in your 
church ?” | asked the village squire. 


“Oh, No,” the good old man re- 
plied, “Just singing by the choir.” 


Perhaps the best time to use 
“softly” is when they are picking 
out something to sing. Better a 
simple Mass well sung than a great 
masterpiece cruelly executed. “The 
choir executed the music” is often 
literally true because limitation of 
voices left them nothing else to 
do with it. The singer may aspire 
to great things; but the greatest 
begin with doing 
simple things perfectly rather 
than perfect things poorly. Pick 
something easy and then do it 
superbly. When you can do this, 
it’s then time enough to attempt 
the more difficult.

Church Music Is Prayer 


The key to real church music is 
the word “prayer.” That is what 
church music must be—sung pray- 
er. If it isn’t that, it isn’t church 
music. It may be the Sunday- 
morning chance to attract the par- 
ish to the excellence of your voice, 
your magnificent lung-power, your 
superb range, your artistic tem- 
perament and vocal talent. But 
the more attention you call to your- | 
self, the farther you get from the, , 
idea and purpose of church music. 


Piano. Take it easy. The choir’s 
business is to sing the praises of 
God and the Church’s worship: not 
to elicit the praises of the parish- 
ioners, use the church for a con- 
cert hall, divert attention from the 
altar to the gallery. The true ar- 
tist loses himself in his work. The 
fine actor doesn’t enact Hamlet: he 
is Hamlet. If he isn’t Hamlet, 
then he’s only a ham, 


One fairly good way of sub- 
limating individuals to the purpose 
of church music is to cut out solo 
voices. This also cuts out a lot of 
choir fights, jealousy, and hurt 
feelings. If there’s only one sopra- 
no, let the one soprano sing the 
soprano solos, But if ther are two 
or twenty, let em all sing the part 
together. And the same for tenors. 
Basses and altos are less tempera- 
mental. 


Piety Is Required

Rural Life Retreats Are 
Hailed As Springboard For 
Rural Catholic Movements 


Burlington, Vt. —(NC)—Rural 
Life retreats were acclaimed the 
springboard of any rural Catholic 
movement at the Catholic Rural 
Life Conference held here by sem- 
inarians and priests of the eastern 
United States this week The litur- 
gy is one of the principal sources 
of Catholic spiritual life applied 
to rural living. The retreats which 
have been proposed consist of one 
day of tecollection which are de- 
voted to conferences and common 
prayer. The liturgy in the church 
and in the home will continue the 
good effect of the retreat, it was 
declared. Retreats proposed are 
first for men, then later for women, 
and finally for the young people 
of thé parish over a space of three 
years, followed by family retreats 
in successive years, Subjects of 
these retreats ‘include Christian 
moral principles as they affect the 
family on the land. They deal with 
the care due to the soil and to the 
motives for creative work and for 
charity in cooperatives. They will 
be held, it is hoped, first in cen- 
tral parishes where several paro- 
chial groups can gather. Rural 
retreat masters will be rural pas- 
tors who know by experience the 
Christian farm mentality. 


The importance of this Catholic 
Rural Life Conference is that it 


held in the eastern United States 
and is devoted particularly to 
seminarians, the priests of tomor- 
row. Speakers from many. parts 
of the country, experts in many 
fields, were drawn to the Malletts 

ay Camp where the conference 
was held in rustic surroundings. 
They ineluded: Msgr. L. G. Ligueet, 
Executive Secretary of the Nation- 
al Catholic Rural Life Conference; 
the Rev. William J. Gibbons, S. J., 
Associate Editor of America and 
past representative of the NCRLC 
at Congressional hearings; the Rev. 
William Schimek, pioneer in rural 
retreat movement; Ernest C. Stro- 
beck, of the Dairymen’s League 
Cooperative Association, the Rev. 
Francis A. Candon, Diocesan Di- 
rector of Rural Life for the Bur- 
lington Diocese and General Chair- 
man of the Conference.

plorable. He explained that only 
five percent of American Catho- 
lics live on the farm, and out of 
38 religious groups, having a rural 
membership of 100,000 or more, 
the Catholic Church stands 33rd. 
The only solution to this vital 
problem is a renewed Catholic 
rural life in country parishes, mak- 
ing farmers participate in a Chris- 
tian love of man's natural habitat, 
the farm home. 


Father Schimek stressed the nec- 
essity of going to America’s un- 
churched millions in the country. 
He showed that every ten converts 
in a rural area means several 
times that many Catholics in the 
space of a few generations. At 
the same time he spoke for a re- 
newed devotional life in country 
churches, urging the practice of 
the dialog Mass. In this Mass the 
eongregation joins with the priest 
in ‘reciting most of the prayers, 
outside of the Canon. Father 
Schimek showed that from his own 
experience the family participa- 
tion in the Mass was improved 
through this method. He also 
urged a greater use of the High 
Mass -and of the other beautiful 
ceremonies connected with rural 
life, such as the blessing of the 
fields, the seeds and animals, devo- 
tion to rural saints, and the Offer- 
tory Processions on special days 
such as Easter. He also urged the 
innovation of monthly nocturnal 
Holy Hours for the family at home, 
and emphasized the need of rural 
retreats to begin Catholic Rural 
Life Movement. 


Catholic Library Saved 


Cologne, Germany — (NC) — 
100,000-volume library of the so- 
cial sciences, owned by the Catho- 
hic Volksverein of Muenchen-Glad- 
bach, Rhineland, was saved from 
possible destruction through the 


good offices of the mayor of the 
city, according to a report of 
Rheinischer Merkur, Koblenz Cath- 
olic weekly. The nazis Gestapo 
was about to confiscate the library 
and take it to Berlin, where prob- 
ably it would have been sold at 
auction, if not destroyed, when the 
city decided to purchase the 
100,000 volumes for a nominal 
amount of 48,000 marks. The 
mayor then saw to it that the books 
were hidden in a cellar and kept 
there for the duration of the war. 
The mayor himself was a nazi, but 
local patriotism prompted him to 


save the precious possessions. 


Ambassador Should 
Represent U. S. In 
Ireland, McCormack Says 


Washington—(NC)— Asserting 
that the United States exchanges 
ambassadors with “many nations 


of lesser significance,” Represent- 
ative John W. McCormack of Mas- 
sachusetts has asked the State De- 
partment to raise the U. S. lega- 
tion in Ireland to the rank of an 
embassy. 

In a letter to Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson, the House Demo- 
cratic leader said that “although 
Ireland is a small country in size, 
its contributions to our welfare 
have been tremendous. It is my 
opinion that sucn recognition on 
the part of our government would 
be most pleasing to the peoples 
of both countries.”

Attacks On Unions 
For Abuses By Leaders 
Not Valid, Says Bishop 


San Diego—(NC)—“It is just as 
unreasonable to attack unionism 
because of abuses which have crept 
in as it is to attack marriage be- 
cause of the prevalence of adultery 
or birth control,” declared Bishop 
Charles F. Buddy of San Diego at 
a Labor Day Mass here. 


“In both cases,” he recommended, 
“the abuses ought to be eradicated 
without destroying the institution.”

Labor Recognizes 


Spiritual Side Of 
Productive Work 


Columbus, O.—(NC)—A large 
art of the labor force in the 
nited States today recognizes 
that productive work has also a 
deeply spiritual and even religious 
significance, the Rev. Wilfred Par- 
sons, S. J., professor of political 
science at the Catholic University 
of America, declared in his serm 
at the annual Labor Day Mass in 
St. Joseph’s Cathedral here. 


Father Parsons said it was cap- 
ital and management which first 
introduced the idea that labor is 
a commodity, subject to the rules 
of supply and demand. He contin- 
ued: e will have to admit that 
for many years labor blindly ac- 
cepted this false explanation of the 
so-called labor market as expound- 
ed by capital and 1 Lf 
labor is a mere commodity, labor 
reasoned, subject to the law of 
supply and demand, then let us do 
what management does with com- 
modities: reduce the supply and so 
raise the price. I think most of us 
now realize the essential immoral- 
ity of this philosophy. I wonder, 
however, how far it still remains in 
the unconscious thinking of labor 
itself.” 

Father Parsons said there is an- 
other false idea, which comes from 
communism, that the workers form 
a proletariate, a d 
frozen at a level 
around. He declared “the 
point of America’s Labor Day and 
of this Labor Day Mass is that we 
do not want the worker to be the 
slave of a dollar or of a soviet.”

The IRO announced that thus 
far a total of 68,227 DP’s have 
been admitted to this country 
under the U.S. DP act, which per. 
mits a total of 205,000 to enter this 
country by June 30, 1950.

Scottish, Irish Catholics 


Their Forebears’ Abbey 


Munich—(NC)—On the eve of 
St. Patricks Day, 1945, the 


Wuerzburg, monastery of St. 


Wuerzburg diocesan weekly now 
appeals to the Catholics of both 
Scotland and Ireland to help re- 
build this monument of their an- 
cestors. 

All through the eleventh and 
twelfth centuries, Irish and Scot- 
tish monks had come to the con- 
tinent as Christian missionaries. 
Centuries later, their foundations 
became sanctuaries for many of 
their brethren under the 


many where Saints Columban, Pri- 
dolin, Gallus and Kilian are uni- 
versally revered. 

The Irish monk Marianus estab- 
lished the settlement of St. Peter’s | 
near Regensburg, Bavaria, in 1075. 
Similar foundations were in Wuerz- 
burg. Eichstaett, Nuremberg, Er- 
furt, Memmingen and Vienna. Dur- 
ing the seventeenth century, many 
monks from these foundations went 
back to the British Isles to regain 
a foothold in the lands where the 
Church was suffering cruel perse- 
cution. 

The Wuerzburg “Schottenabtei” 
was secularized in 1803. The relics 
of St. Macarius were taken into 
safekeeping. the
